A meeting of the town coun¬ 
cil was held in the council 
chambers on Tuesday, August 10 
with Mayor Aboussafy and 
Councillors Lowe, Ramsay, Du- 
til, Woods, Wilson and Jenkins 
present. 

Pete Rizzo was present to 
complain about two trees in the 
creek near his property. He 
claimed that they were a 
menace to his property when 
the creek was in flood. He also 
stated that the culvert near the 
Cyr residence was in need of 
repairs. The council agreed to 
look into the matter. 

Works and Property Depart¬ 
ment were directed to concen¬ 
trate on road repairs to save 
what we have, and that the 
creeks be repaired in event that 
there is another flood in the 
spring. 

Minutes of the previous meet¬ 
ing were adopted as read. 

A motion was made that $11,- 
000 of the account owed to the 
Coleman School District be paid 
leaving a balance of $11,000. 

The secretary was authorized 
to send a letter to the Water 
Department of Alberta to in¬ 
quire what they would do about 
the dredging of McGillivray and 
Nez Perce creeks. 

It was declared by councillor 
Woods that the creek bank by 
the DeCecco residence was still 
in need of repair and that the 
water was still leaking some¬ 
where in the vicinity. The 
Works and property Depart¬ 
ment agreed to look into the 
matter. 

Letter from sign company was 
received stating the prices of 
traffic signs on hand. Council 
agreed to purchase two right- 
turn signs to be used to direct 
tourist and other traffic to and 
from British Columbia.

An executive meeting of the 
Coleman Board of Trade was 
held in the Grand Union Hotel 
on Thursday, August 12. 

Letter was received from the 
Queen Charlotte Airlines office 
in Vancouver stating that the 
Airline was interested in the 
possibilities of a seaplane re¬ 
fuelling depot on the Crows 
Nest Lakes but that due to the 
fact that there was no regular 
schedule of flights over this dis¬ 
trict they weren’t prepared to 
spend money on a wharf or any 
facilities. The company sug¬ 
gested that if the Board of 
Trade could arrange to have 
one of the local garages stock 
a few barrels of aviation gaso¬ 
line and have a small pier built 
they would be glad to make the 
Crows Nest Lake their regular 
stop-over when making a flight 
over this particular district. The 
executive agreed to have the 
matter of gasoline and a wharf 
looked into. 

Discussion on the “On-to- 
Nelson” Caravan took place. 
The Caravan is scheduled to 
leave Brandon on September 6 
and will arrive in Coleman on 
September 8. The executive has 
planned to have the chuck- 
wagon, which is familiar in Ro¬ 
deo parades, on hand to lead 
the Caravan into town. The 
members wilt be served tea by 
the Board of Trade. It was sug¬ 
gested and agreed that a large 
“Welcome to Coleman” sign be 
made to string across main

Forest Conservation 
Films Shown In 
Coleman High School 

In an effort to secure greater 
public co-operation in the pre¬ 
vention of forest fires, thfe Ca¬ 
nadian Forestry Association’s 
annual forestry tour of the 
Eastern Slope has been in pro¬ 
gress for the last two weeks. 
Last Monday, August 16, the 
movie program was held in the 
High School auditorium, in 
Coleman, and in Blairmore on 
Tuesday night in the Miners' 
Union hall. The tour then mov¬ 
ed to Bellevue and Hillcrest, 
finishing at the latter point to¬ 
night, August 19. Meetings will 
be held tomorrow and Saturday. 
August 20 and 21, in the Water- 
ton National Parks. 

This tour is working in co¬ 
operation with the Alberta For¬ 
est Service, John Coats and 
Barry Beaven, in charge of the 
tour, are travelling by truck 
equipped with power plant and 
sound motion picture equip¬ 
ment. The program of films 
tells the story of our natural 
resources, and the valuable part 
they play in our lives. The need 
for greater public care in pre¬ 
venting forest fires is stressed 
by both films and short lectures. 
This educational tour is design¬ 
ed to eliminate the man-made 
forest fire and to keep our for¬ 
ests green. Emphasis is placed 
on the importance of water¬ 
sheds in controlling stream 
flow and soil erosion, and upon 
the great tourist attraction our 
forests provide. It is imperative 
that the wooded slopes be pro¬ 
tected from destruction by the 
forest’s worst enemy—fire. 

In addition tto this tour, in 
the charge of Mr. Coats, the 
Canadian Forestry Association 
has a tree planting railway car, 
with Mr. Murray Pratt in 


charge, which has just com¬ 
pleted an extensive tour of 
southern Alberta, where 111 
meetings were held. On the road 
is another truck, with Mr. Mur¬ 
ray Croll in charge. This movie 
unit is at present touring Sask¬ 
atchewan, and will soon enter 
Alberta, where a two-month 
tour of the middle northern 
area of the province will be 
conducted. 

Public response has been most 
encouraging, and Mr. Coats 
gives special thanks to the 
Forest Rangers, who have done 
all the preliminary advertising 
wherever the tour has present¬ 
ed its program of conservation.

The number of registered blind people in Canada 
now is 15,644, while prevention cases, that is ones 
in which the likelihood of blindness is indicated, 
number 38,618. Of these, 2,909 were given treat¬ 
ment or assistance during the past year. While these figures have been 
made available, they do not represent all the cases which came to the at¬ 
tention of the Institute, since new ones are constantly occurring and being 
brought for treatment. In the field of prevention, emphasis is laid on the 
importance of maintaining and increasing this service, since the value of 
assisting preventable cases of blindness cannot be overestimated.

REGINA. — Over 1,600 claims for 
hail damage have been received this 
year by the Saskatchewan Municipal 
Hail Association, about twice the 
number of claims submitted during 
the same period last year, according 
to J. S. Giaby, assistant manager. 

Hail losses have been heaviest in 
the Govan, Imperial, Davidson, Lore- 
burn and Dinsmore districts. Esti¬ 
mated loss ranges from 10 to 100 
per cent. Strasbourg and Stalwart 
districts also report extensive losses. 

A. S. Simpson, secretary of the 
Canadian Hail Underwriters Associa¬ 
tion, said here that hail damage in 
Saskatchewan was slightly above 
normal. It is heavier in Manitoba 
than last year and much less in Al- 


TORONTO.—Only possibility of a 
break in the present high egg prices 
at present seen by Dominion Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture officials is an 
influx of western eggs. 

A spokesman for the department 
agreed with Ontario Department of 
Agriculture officials that the price 
of eggs may go even higher and 
eventually reach $1.00 a dozen. 

As he explained it production of 
chicks is down 26 per cent, in On¬ 
tario this year and the pullets that 
are being bred were produced late 
in the season. The reason he said, 
is the farmers simply shied off the 
market this season. A combination 
of factors, including the low egg 
price, high cost of feed and shortage 
of labor as well as of those trends 
which no one can ever quite explain 
was responsible. 

The result of the decreased pro¬ 
duction means fewer eggs, and in 
addition the late buying means a 


REGINA. — Deposits of leonardite 
have been discovered in the southern 
part of the province near Estevan, 
Dr. W. Graham, assistant professor 
of chemical engineering, University 
of Saskatchewan, reports. 

An extensive research program 
with leonardite has been carried on 
at the university for over a year to 
discover its chemical makeup and 
possible commercial uses. The proj¬ 
ect is financed by the Saskatchewan 
Research Council. 

Dr. Graham said that wood stain¬ 
ing is the most promising use of 
leonardite discovered so far. When 
covered with varnish to make it wa¬ 
terproof, a satisfactory stain is ob¬ 
tained. 

Other possibilities of the new min¬ 
eral include use as a tanning agent, 
a sizing material for paper, drilling 
mud for deep wells and paint pig¬ 
ments. Leonardite has also been used 
in the manufacture of pottery. Leon¬ 
ardite is a black, jelly like substance 
and is a "weathering” product of 
lignite coal.

OTTAWA. — Gold production for 
May dropped from the figure set in 
April but still was higher than a 
year ago, the Bureau of Statistics 
reports. 

Output totalled 285,566 fine ounces 
compared with 286,065 in April and 
268,910 in May, 1947. During the 
first five months off 1948, production 
rose to 1,394,308 fine ounces against 
1,244,822 for the like period of 1947. 

May output by western provinces, 
with May, 1947, figures in brackets: 
British Columbia, 25,114 (19,773); 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 15,010 
(14,885); Northwest Territories, 
5,458 (5,034); Yukon, 13 (30).

Broadfoot Officer-in-Charge. Former¬ 
ly at the Dominion Laboratory of 
Plant Pathology, Edmonton, Dr.

In this laboratory expansion, plant 
pathology will be headed by Dr. M.

HERE’S THE ANSWER 

Led by the steel industry, 
corporations have launched a 
new barrage of propaganda 
seeking to blame wages for re¬ 
cent staggering price increases. 
The National Association of 
Manufacturers has been push¬ 
ing that line in a big way. 

What are the facts? Senator 
J. Howard McGrath * (Dem., 
R.I.), who is also chairman of 
the Democratic National Com¬ 
mittee, this week brought to¬ 
gether some facts and figures 
which completely explode that 
propaganda. 

He took the steel industry as 
an example. Increases in the 
price of steel since the end of 
price controls two years ago 
total more than the entire an¬ 
nual payroll of the steel indus¬ 
try during the past year,” he 
said.

How much of a price hike do 
you think the steel corporations 
imposed to offset that? A total 
of $588,953,781, or almost four 
times the wage increase, Mc¬ 
Grath declared. 

That’s computed by applying 
the average $9.34 a ton advance 
to the total sales of finished 
steel for 1947. If these sales go 
higher in 1948, as they are like¬ 
ly to, the price gouge will be 
even greater. 

Thus wages can’t be blamed 
for inflation, McGrath insisted. 
“Exorbitant price increases and 
soaring profits that have re¬ 
duced the actual purchasing 
power of factory workers de¬ 
spite higher wages constitute 
the major cause of today’s in¬ 
flation,” he asserted.

HOUSING ACT 

A regular series of questions and 
answers on house financing and 
construction. 

Q. I have decided to remodel 
the house on my farm and I 
want to know if it’s possible to 
get a National Housing Act loan 
to finance the job? 

A. No, the National Housing 
Act does not provide for loans ty 
farmers for repairing, remodel¬ 
ling or installing modern con¬ 
veniences in existing houses be¬ 
cause such financial assistance 
is already provided in the Farm 
Improvement Loans Act. This 
Act was passed by Parliament 
in 1944 and is administered by 
the Department of Finance. 
Under its provisions, the Do¬ 
minion government guarantees 
loans made by chartered banks 
to farmers to make improve¬ 
ments to a farm dwelling, such 
as: Repairing and remodelling; 
making additions, painting and 
decorating; installing modern 
conveniences including a farm 
electric system, hot and cold 
running water for a modern 
kitchen and bathroom, refriger¬ 
ation units, improved heating 
equipment, a septic tank for 
sewage disposal and for other 
improvements. For full particu¬ 
lars regarding Farm Improve¬ 
ment Loan Act loans, you should 
see your bank manager or write 
to: Supervisor, Farm Improve¬ 
ment Loans Act, Department of 
Finance, Ottawa, Canada. 

Q. I believe that footings for 
a house financed under the Na¬ 
tional Housing Act must con¬ 
form to certain standards. Can 
you tell me what these stand¬ 
ards are? 

A. All footings must be of con¬ 
crete and must rest on solid 
undisturbed soil. They must al¬ 
so be of sufficient width and 
thickness to spread the load 
safely upon the soil. The thick¬ 
ness of concrete footings must 
be not less than the projection 
of the footing beyond the face 
of tne wan above vmn a min¬ 
imum thickness of six inches. 
Footings, of course, should not 
be placed on frozen soil, not 
placed at all during freezing 
weather unless protected ade¬ 
quately against frost action. 
Footings are not required where 
the bearing is solid rock. 

Q. I am financing the con¬ 
struction of an apartment house 
of 20 units under the National 
Housing Act. Will it be neces¬ 
sary for me to give a chattel 
mortgage on the property? 

A. Yes, except in the province 
of Quebec. With this one excep¬ 
tion, a chattel mortgage must 
be given (in addition to the 
original mortgage) for any ren¬ 
tal housing project containing 
more than 10 family housing- 
units. The chattel mortgage 
covers all chattels, the removal 
of which would impair the value 
of the property which has been 
accepted as security for the 
loan. These may include such 
items as gas and electric stoves 
and refrigeration equipment. 

Q. What is a ‘completion loan’ 
under the National Housing 
Act? 

A. A completion loan is one 
which is advanced on comple¬ 
tion of the building. In other 
words, no advances on the loan 
are made during construction. 

Q. What is the maximum 
amount that can be borrowed 
to build a house under the Na¬ 
tional Housing Act? 

A. The maximum loan is $8,- 
500, with the exception that 
loans on ultimate four-room 
bungalows will be limited to 
$5,000; on each four-room unit 
of a duplex to $4,800. Unfinish¬ 
ed rooms, such as those occur- 
in iy 2 -storey dwellings will be 
recognized.

INCREASED BENEFITS FROM 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 
EFFECTIVE IN OCTOBER 

Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, 
minister of labour, announced 
today that the Act passed at 
the last session of Parliament, 
to amend the Unemployment 
Insurance Act, 1940, has been 
authorized by Order-in-Council 
to become effective on October 
4, 1948. 

In making the announcement, 
Mr. Mitchell stated that em¬ 
ployers would be well advised 
not to overstock with the pres¬ 
ent denominations of stamps 
due to the fact that the new 
denominations will be issued in 
September. 

Principal changes of interest 
to all insurable employees are 
as follows: 

1. Claimants with dependents 
will receive higher benefits. 

At present the benefit rate is 
40 times the average daily con¬ 
tribution for the previous two 
years. .The new rite is 45 times 
(less 10c) the employee’s aver¬ 
age daily contribution for the 
previous 180 insured days. 

(Example: Daily contribution 
6 c—old benefit rate—$2.40 ($14 - 
40 a week). New benefit rate— 
$2.60 ($15.60 a week). 

A dependent now includes 
any person connected to the 
claimant by blood relationship, 
marriage or adoption if he is 
wholly or mainly supported by 
claimant in the claimant’s own 
home. 

2. A new class of insurable em¬ 
ployees will become effective. 


Those earning $34.00 or more 
a week who will pay 7c per day 
(42c per week). This will mean 
higher benefits for this class as 
shown below. When an insured 
person has paid contributions 
in this new class for 180 days 
the maximum benefit payable 
will be— 

Single rate — $2.40 per day 
i$14.40 per week). 

Dependency rate— $3.05 per 
day ($18.30 per week). 

3. The Act recognizes services 
in the Armed Forces during 
World War II as entitling a vet¬ 
eran to protection under the 
Act to the same extent as if he 
had been in insurable employ¬ 
ment during his armed service. 
In this connection the Govern¬ 
ment has been reimbursing the 
Unemployment Insurance Fund 
for all benefits paid out to form¬ 
er members of the Armed 
Forces. A veteran could obtain 
credit under the Act for his 
period in the Armed Service by 
working 15 weeks in insurable 
employment. The recent amend¬ 
ment provides that the veter¬ 
an must complete the 15 weeks 
insurable employment on or be¬ 
fore September 30, 1952, in order 
to qualify. Time may be extend¬ 
ed to a veteran who because of 
illness or injuries sustained in 
war service was unable to qual¬ 
ify before 1952. 

The Minister further stated 
that all veterans should notify 
local offices of the Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Commission as 
soon as they met the require¬ 
ments of the Act, regardless oi 
whether they were unemployed 


and seeking benefits. This would 
not only help the Commission 
but would make it easier later 
on for the veteran to obtain 
benefits should he become un¬ 
employed.
